Director’s/Archive Collection Report: Director Hefferan reported that the staff
has been focused on re-grants and the newsletter. The staff met with Grow It Green
Morristown to discuss future projects and historical persepctive to educational
programs. Markers for the Charlotteburg Forge, Phoenix House, and two entrance
markers will be picked up by the Road Department soon.

Program Development Report: History Program Development Specialist
Palatucci reported that the 2023 re-grant applications have been reviewed,
awarded, and distributed to grantees. This year there were a majority of GOS
requests. This year the amount requested was $62,473.00 with a re-grant amount
of $51,000.00 available.
